While I 
will not say that I am 
sor.y,” he said, "I now hope the m a y­ 
or gets well. 
But I wanted to teach 
high officials to regard the rights of 
subordinates. I consider I had to shoot 
tne mayor as a lesson to the country. 
I did what I did for personal prin­ 
ciples and was not prompted by any 
an archistic belief 
“ I am sorry that Commissioner Ed­ 
wards was wounded, for I was aim­ 
ing on D’ a-t the mayor. 
But even the 
thought of killing hint had not been 
long in my mind. 
I reached no de­ 
cision until I got up that morning. The 
pa per said that Gaynor was going to 
sail for a vacation. 
T ha t made me an­ 
gry— to think that he should have a 
vacation in Europe wnile I did not 
even have a chance to work, much 
lest get a vacation. 
So I hurried over

‘ My wrongs had proved more than 
I could bear. 
Over and over I sized up 
my hard station in life and contrasted 
it with that of some other m e n—of 
Mayor Gaynor’s, who had wronged me, 
in particular.

HAS NEW INDEPENDENCE DAY 


L a w ye r Celebrates A cquittal of Editor 
In 1735. 
John 
F. Geeting. an attorney, re­ 
cently draped his Chicago home with 
flags In celebration of the anniversary 
of what he considers the real birth of 
the Declaration of Independence, be­ 
cause John Paul Zenger. editor of the 
New York Weekly Journal, was ac­ 
quitted after a memorable trial for 
criminal libel ou Aug. 4. 1735. 
Mr Geeting believes that except for 


response to inquiries Mr. Garfield kept 
on smiling and saying nothing. 
Mr. 
Pinchot said: 
“Colonel Roosevelt invited Mr. Gar­ 
field and me to visit him, and that's 
all there’s to it." 
W hen asked about 
his California trip he said that he 
mad e some speeches in behalf of Hi­ 
ram Johnson, a candidate for the Re­ 
publican nomination for governor, and 
for William Kent, a candidate for the 
Republican 
nomination for congress 
from the S acra m ento district. 
"I delivered eight speeches, which 
is four more than I intended to make," 
he said. 
He was told that since his 
depart ure 
from 
New 
York 
Colonel 
Roosevelt had received many inqui­ 
ries from California as to whether the 
ex-forester had gone there as his rep 
resentative, to support Johnson and 
Kent. 
He replied that he had never 
had any such idea, had given no such 
impression, and that he had gone to 
California entirely on his own respon­ 
sibility. 
"How did I find the sentiment in the 
W e st in regard to the Roosevelt poli­ 
cies? 
Very enthusiastic,” said the ex- 
forester, with emphasis. 
"And what do they think of the Taft 
administration ?” 
“ W h a t do you think of the weath ­ 
e r? ” was his reply. 
It was raining 
hard just then. 
Colonel Roosevelt also refused to he 
interviewed on politics after his guests 
had arrived.

Mary’s mountain and on 
Bell mountain, w here several thousand 
acres have been burned over and dam ­ 
age estimated at many tnousands of 
dollar** has resulted. 
Anything like 
an accurate estim ate is impossible. 
While these fires have been controlled 
by the soldiers, the greatest danger 
yet exists in the possibility of stifT 
wind setting up, a brezee invariably 
fanning the em bers into renewed life. 


Magnificent Spectacle. 


Sheets of flames leaping among the 
dry pine afford a magnificent specta­ 
cle at night and is being viewed by 
hundreds of tourists. 
The crackling 
of the fir*- can be heard for hundreds 
of yards, and when the flames reach a 
mountain side they ascend the steep 
sides with roar audible for several 
miles. 
The smoke In the park hangs 
like clouds, and a strange hue is im­ 
parted to the sun. 
While the fires are 
close to the highways in portions of 
the park, still traffic has not been in 
terfered with. 
Major Benson, who is superintend- 
I ent of the park and who was recently 
called to Glacier pa rk to supervise 
fighting of the fires there, has been

More than 200 soldiers are 
; on th e fire fighting line. 
T he haunts of thous ands of deer, 
elk and antelope have been destroyed, 
and many strange sights are witnessed 
by the fire fighters when thousands of 
head of wild game make off into the 
1 lower country. 
The gam e is leaving 
the park in droves, and is making for 
the hills in Montana and Wyoming. It 
is stated that many have been burned 
to death, for they attem pted to find 
safety by going right up on the moun­ 
tains 
and

The unusual sight of hundreds
